Armstrong County: Comprehensive Plan — Report 1 — Popu- 
lation, Housing, Land Use. Armstrong County Planning 
and Zoning Commission. 1962. 35 pp. 


In February, 1962, the Armstrong County Planning and 
Zoning Commission began a comprehensive planning study. The 
study includes a complete inventory of existing conditions and 
the development of guide lines for the future growth of Arm- 
strong County. The program calls for studies of population, 
housing, land use, economic conditions, transportation, com- 
munity facilities, and finances. The first report covers the first 
three of these subjects. The report was financed in part through 
an urban planning grant from the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, under provisions of Section 701 of the Federal Housing 
Act of 1954. Armstrong County is located in western Penn- 
sylvania and is considered part of the Pittsburgh region. For 
information about the report, write to the Armstrong County 
Planning and Zoning Commission, 423 East Market Street, Kit- 
tanning, Pa. 


Blairsville: A Bypass Study — The Economic and Social Impact 
of a Highway. Highway Impact Research Staff, The Penn- 
sylvania State University. 1962. 70 pp. 

This case study seeks to analyze cross-sectionally and longi- 
tudinally the kind of socio-economic change that has occurred 
since 1949 in the community of Blairsville, Pennsylvania, and 
to relate these phenomena, insofar as is possible, to the relo- 
cation of U.S. Route 22, an open-access highway which by- 
passed the Blairsville business district in 1953. This study is 
the second in a number of studies initiated in 1958 of those 
aspects of Pennsylvania community evolution that may be as- 
sociated with the existence or absence of a major highway, with 
highway improvement, or with new highway construction. The 
project has been cooperatively sponsored by the Pennsylvania 
Department of Highways, the Bureau of Public Roads, and The 
Pennsylvania State University. It focuses the research methods 
of economics and sociology upon the problem. 


Each Pennsylvania community selected for study represents 
a different kind of highway situation. The first, Monroeville, 
was an example of a suburban community that grew up at the 
crossing of the Pennsylvania Turnpike and an important cross- 
state highway. Blairsville is located in a rural area and is a 
community whose main business district was bypassed. A third 
study, yet to be published, will use York, Pennsylvania, to il- 
lustrate an interchange complex outside of an urban center.

“How Recessions Hit Philadelphia,” Business Review, Federal 

Reserve Bank of Philadelphia, September 1962. 

For more than a decade, the Philadelphia area has turned 
in a sluggish cyclical performance. More often than not, eco- 
nomic activity has started to recover some months later in 
Philadelphia than in the nation. Recoveries have been less 
vigorous than in the country, and dips into recession at times 
have been deeper. The area’s manufacturing industries account 
for most of its cyclical movement. During the last decade, de- 
clines in the textile and transportation equipment industries 
retarded local economic expansions. Electronics and electrical 
equipment makers, growing fast, should now give the area more 
impetus during expansions, but perhaps not enough to offset 
the retarding effect if employment in metals manufacturing 
continues to decrease.

One part of this two-day conference dealt with the problems 
of economic analysis of areas in Pennsylvania. Papers were 
presented by Arthur Longini, of the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie 
Railroad, on “Input-Output Analysis of the Pittsburgh-Youngs- 
town Area,” and by George Perazich of the Penn-Jersey Trans- 
portation Study on “Recent Economic Growth of the Philadel- 
phia-Camden-Trenton Region.” 

Another section of the conference dealt with labor problems 
in depressed areas, especially the impact of automation on labor 
mobility. Papers were presented as follows: “Reflections on the 
Work of the Senate Special Committee on Unemployment Prob- 
lems,” by Moses Lukaczer, of the Division of Program Research, 
Social Security Administration; “Technological Change and Un- 
employment Compensation,” by Louis T. Harms, Temple Uni- 
versity; “Labor Force and Employment Mobility in the Anthra- 
cite Industry, 1949-1957,” by Theodore Bakerman, Duquesne 
University; and “A Contribution to Employment Opportunities
